or my own Part, I have always had fuch a Regard 
for the learne’ Members of the Co//ege, and been fo cau- 
tious of inéuvring their Difpleafure, that I have been 
very {paring of my Prefcriptioss in any Cafes, which 
can be thought te fall properly within their Sphere. I 
have confined myfelf chiefly to the Difeafes of the Mind, 
the Heart avd the Brain; fuch as Dulncfs, Corruption, 
A-arice, Ambition, the State-Lethargy, and the political 
Spleen. 1 have endeavoured to trace the Caufes of these 
epidemical Diftempers, and flatter my felf that I have 
not intirely loft my Oil ard my Labour. nig f proceed, 
as I apprehend and I think J have proved, from a na- 
tional Caco-bimy, or iy ray Conftitution, which re- 
quires fome timely and feverc Remedies; fuch asa py/i- 
tical Salivation, or univerfal Milk-Diet ; for nothing but 
a mew Regimen and the itricteft Temperance will be able 
‘to remove thofe peccant Humours, which have long cor- 
xoded the Body politick and almoit corrupted the whole 
Mals of our Blood. 
i The Regulars mult likewife do me the Juftice to own 
that 1 have conitanily endeavoured to expo'e Charlatans 
“ind Pretenders ot all Kinds, whether They made the 
Cure of natural, moral, or political Maladies, their Pro- 
feffion. It cannot beforgot how readily I gave up thofe 
two eminent Quack-Leeches, Dr. Robert King ard “Mr 
Fobn M——e, notwithftanding fome powerful Applica- 
tions, which were made to me, and which are not often 
fejefted in this Age It is true, indeed, that I was in. 
advertently prevailed on to recommend the former of 
thefe Mountebinks, who is infinitely the moft ignorant, 
arrogant and dangerous ; but as foon as his Impoltures 
were difcovered,* (which was owing, in a great Mea- 


‘fure, to my own Enquiries,) I made no Scruple to ac- 


knowledge my Error, and to ask Pardon of the Publick, 
whom 1 hai undefignedly abufed by an unwary Te/imo- 
nizm of his Integrity and Abilities.

I am bound to it by the Laws of Courtefy and good 
«« Breeding. 

** What I have here faid of Loguacity, concerns only 
private Converfation; but when this Infult upon our 
** Senfes appears in publick Affemblies, it is yet more 
** intolerable. Why muft prating Oafs (empty of every 
Thing but Froth and Clamour) be for ever {uffered, 
without Rebuke, to be fpewing up their ill-fcented 
Crudities in the Faces of Men, that are either wile, 
“* or brave?—I would humbly propofe, for the Eafe of 
this Chriftian Country, that whenever an Orator, of 
this Sort, begins to gape and ftiain, one ef the Com- 
pany fhail go up to him and, taking hold of his But: 
ton, tell Him; Sir, I am ferry to fee you troubled

with fo violent a Vomiting; or, perhaps, it may be’ 


“ The Ladies, indeed, who underftand their Privileges 
much better than We do ours, are not enflaved by 
our Rules ;, but, though there be a Score of them to- 
‘© gether, exert. the Faculty of Speech all at once 5 and 
* really, if. We do but remember that it is their whele 
Bufinels and Ambition to be only voluble, without 
troubling Themielyes with being intelligible, We can- 
not blame Them for exercifing their Tongues, as They 
* do their, Furs, in all Weathers, meerly for a little Pa- 
ride, or becaufe They are ufed to it, Ladies there- 
fore, when They are flattering either of thote inot; 
fenfive Indraments, ought not ro be interrupted with 
“*-the Oifer of the Chamber-Pot ; tor if it be only the 
Pravity of the Inteution that makes Aétions criminal, 
‘it is evident They can be no Offenders, who {peak 
without eny Intention at all.

There is another Diitemper, very nearly ally’d to 
This, which I could with He had likewile taken intoy 
Confideration ; becaufe it is:a Malady peculiar to us dz- 
thors, and therejore the pafling it over altogether in Si- 
lence may be thought a little felfith, and interpreted to 
our Difadvantage. Favenal calls it Scridenci Cacoithes, 
the lich of Scritbling, or the Flux of the Pen 3 which, 
by the Epithet annex’d to it, He feems to think incu- 
rable, like the Fever of Love; but [ hope we fhall be 
able to find out fome Remedy for this Diarrhea, as well 
as the other. 

I have lately employed my Fhoughts upon th7s Di- 
femper with move than ordinary Affiduity, becauie there 
is an unfortunate young Gentleman of my Acquaintarce, 
who hath been, for fome Time,- affliéted with ic toa 
moft terrible Degree. When the laxative Fit is upon 
Him, (as, indeed, it is almoft withowt Intermifficn) the 
Nerves of his right Hand are feiz’d with {6 violent an 
Agitation, and the Words flow in fuch a continual Tor- 
rent from his Pen, that if fome effectual Aftringents are 
not immediately apply’d, it is:to be apprehended. that 
He will wrize out his Bowels,’ like a Silk-worm, and 
walle Himfelf to Death. The only favourable Circum- 
flance of his Cafe is, that thefe immoderate Evacuations 
confift of Words only, which pafs from Him like com 
mon Excrement, without any Fatigue of Thinking or 
Attention to the Matter. I bave feén Him feraw] over 
two or three Reams of Paper, wo/ante Calimo, and 
threaten to blot as many morgwith a tedibus rigmarole 
Story of a Cock and a Bull, which, with Regard to Con- 
fiitency and Coherence, ‘may be compared t« the tritica/ 
Difcourfe of a celebrated, modern Writer; but is fome- 
what inferior to it, in Point of Witand Humour.

Thave purpofely conceal'd this wrhappy Gentleman's 
Name, for the Sake of his Friends, and hope that I have 
dropt no particular Expreflion, which can enable the 
Reader to difcover whom I mean. I fhovid fincerely te- 
joice, if I could be any way indtrumental ia relieving Him 
from fo troublefome.a Malady, and preventing the farther 
Eifufion of innocent Ink. Since the Chawb-r-put there- 
tore hath been recommended as a proper Remedy. for 
the Flux of the Mouth, |. heave it to be confider’d whe- 
ther it might*not be of Service,-in the ober Cafe, to 
oblige the Patient to recite his own Works, on a publick 
Stage for an Hour or two together s or perhaps, as This 
isa flattering Diflemper, it might produce a better Bf- 
fet, to have a great State-Bogboufe evected, in one of 
Ahe moft confpicuous Parts of the ‘Town; where all fueh 
indigefted Crudities of the Brain fhould be interr'da- 
mongft their kindred -Ordure, by the Hands of the coin- 
mon Executioner. 

If both thefe Methods fhould fail .in their Operation, f 
have nothing farther to recommend, unleis it be an 
Apartment in Gay's Hofpital, for Incurables. 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS.

The 
Plaint¥ infitted, that wearing Apparel, unlefs brought in 
by Way of Merchandize, were not liable to any Duty ; 
and the Defendants gave Evidence that the Clothes were 
new, and that they had often feiz’d wearing App rrel for 
the Duty, and kept it; yet they not being able to fhew 
any Law or Authority that lays any Duty on wearing 
Apparel, unle’s brought in as Merchandize, the Plaintit¥ 
recovered a Verdict with 201. Damage ; which plainly 
fhews that Travellers may pafs with their Clothes.
